Born May 17, ltl«, in Ohm, he 
attended Uraln, Ohio, High 
School and was graduated in the 
top 10 per cent of his class in 
1937 While tn high school, he

Hw education was interrupted 
by World War II in 1941, while 
he wan working for tuition to at­ 
tend WooHter College In Ohio 
He worked as an inspector of 
Army ordinance for a year and 
then entered the Navy's V 7 of fr­ 
eer training program at Bald­ 
win-Wallace College

He received hi* commixMon 
as an ensign in the Naval Re 
nervr in 1944 after attending 
Harvard l)niven.ity School of 
Business Administration

|)r Ford was offered * full 
naval commiiwion in 1946, but 
turned it down to complete his 
education and raue hie family 
m one place He had married his 
wife, Virginia, whom he met at 
Wooster College, In 1944

Dr. Ford earned his Bachelor 
of Arts degree in economics 
from Woonter in 1947 He came 
to California that year, and was 
employed at Buffun:';. Depart 
ment Stores ax an adminis 
tralor He alM) served as a com 
mercial teller for Bank of Amei   
lea while taking graduate 
courses at the University of 
Southern California.

In 1950, Dr. Ford received his 
Blaster's Degree in secondary

education from LSC. HL-> lirst 
teaching position wax at Wash­ 
ington Junior High School in 
Ixmg Beach, where he taught 
seventh, eighth and ninth 
grade)*. He also taught book­ 
keeping at Ixing Beach City Col­ 
lege u the evening.

He received his doctor's de­ 
gree from USC 10 1957 and was 
named principal of Washington 
Junior High Karlier, he had 
nerved at Itoo.sevi-lt Junior High 
School and was assistant to the 
superintendent in the Bellflower 
School District

An Interview with TUSD su 
perintendenl Dr J H Hull 
turned into a position in IMl He 
was employed as principal of 
the as yet unbuilt West High 
School and served a semester as 
VK* principal, uutrucuun, at

North High while coordinating 
th» opening of West high.
